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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-14,16-21.23-26,32-45 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: in the 
environment of a sensor device for detecting the components of a fluid sample the 
closes prior art Shults et al '067 fails to teach or suggest a permeable membrane made . 
of a composition containing an impermeable polymer and a poly-vinyl pyridine.

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Shen et al '230, Bojan et al '841 , Offenbacher et al '185, 
Nylander et al '671 , Ross et al '542 and Van Sin et al '604. Cited references disclose 
the use of a preamble membrane to sense fluids. However, neither reference teaches or 
suggests the combining of an impermeable polymer and a poly-vinyl pyridine to make 
the permeable membrane.
